Last year two radical changes in 
the kick-off were made.

but it didn’t. Therefo-e, the Foot- 
ball Rules Committee decided that 
henceforth kick-offs would be made 


from the 40-yard line without the tee. 

Another impoitant rule change is 
that affecting the penalty when the 
defensive team is offside. The penalty 
is still five yards, but the down re- 
mains the same. Under the old rules, 
which penalized the offenders five 
yards and made it first down, unfair 
ha:dships sometimes developed. 

To clarify a technical point, the 
line of scrimmage was re-defined as 
a vertical plane between the two 
teams, rather than an imaginary line 
on the ground. This means that the 
heads of the linemen, as well as their 
hands and all other parts of their 
bodies, must be behind the line of 
scrimmage. 

The penalty for clipping has been 
standardized with the purpose of a- 
voiding misunderstanding. When a 
man “clips” an opponent—that is, 
throws his body across the legs of an 
opponent from behind and brings him 
down, his team is penalized 25 ya:ds 
from the spot where the clipping took 
place. Last year the captain of the 
team against which the clipping was 
committed had a choice of two pen- 
alties—15 yards from the point of 
clipping, or 15 yards from the place 
where the play started. 


The new rule on blocked kicks is 
the fairest yet devised. Its first pro- 
vision is that a punted ball blocked 
behind the line of scrimmage belongs 
to whichever side recovers it, but 
counts a down against the kickers, if 
that side recovers. Formerly a 
blocked kick recovered by the kick- 
ers meant first down. On a partly 
blocked kick which crosses the line of 
scrimmage, the ball is played exactly 
as if it had never been touched. 


There are also a few new rules of 
minor importance. One provides that 
trainers and doctors may go onto the 
field as soon as a man is hurt, re- 
porting to the referee before speak- 
ing to the man. The “time out” rule 
has been altered to provide that, when 
a man is injured, and a substitute goes 
in, it counts as one of the team’s four 
“times out” in the half, unless the 
team has already called for time four 
times, This is intended to speed up 
the game slightly.

Biology: 

As more students are taking Biol- 
ogy in Tech this year, it has become 
necessary to add another teacher to 
that department.

Due to 
Dr. Hay’s position as head of the Biol- 
ogy and Chemistry Departments of 
the Washington High Schools, he is 
obliged to be away from Tech a great 
part of the time and at present has 
only one class. 

Chemistry: 

Students in Chemistry have already 
become interested in the prizes offered 
for scholarship by the American 
Chemical Society.

HOW TO READ A NEWSPAPER

ORCHESTRA ORGANIZED 
IN 1905 


How old is our orchestra? Have we 
always had Mr, Walten with us? Tell 
us something about the history of the 
orchestra. Well, here are a few facts 
gathered from various places. 

The orchestra was first organized 
in 1905. As the need for such an or- 
ganization was felt, twelve members 
of the school started under the direc- 
tion of one of the students, followed 
in the next year by Mr. Sunderland, 
a member of the faculty, who filled 
the position of leader for over three 
j years. 

In 1909 the orchestra was composed 
of eighteen members, four of whom 
were teachers of the school. At that 
time, Mr. White, who is still with us, 
played the cornet. Owing to the death 
of Mr. Sunderland in 1910, Mr. Ernest 
Lent was given the leadership for a 
short while. Mr. Lee Crandall, who 
succeded Mr. Lent, was leader for 
two years and directly preceded Mr. 
Walten who entered in 1912 and is 
still with us. Membership increased 
to twenty-two in 1911. 

The first public appearance of the 
orchestra was in 1912, under the lead- 
ership of Mr. Walten, at the perform- 
ance of “Strongheart” which was pre- 
sented at the new Willard Hotel. The 
following year the orchestra assisted 
in giving the “Belle of Havana.” 
From that time on it continued to 
grow, and by 1914 had earned the 
title of the best high school orchestra 
in the city. 

At that time Mr. Walten began the 
teaching of operatic music, popular 
pieces being the only ones played be- 
fore, The orchestra played for the 
annual musical comedy and earned 
one hundred dollars which they turned 
over to the school for athletic pur- 
poses. They had been asked to play 
for the musical comedy given by Bus- 
iness and also for the “Mikado,” the 
musical comedy given by Central. 

By 1916 the orchestra had twenty- 
six members, and in that year was 
granted a charter by the G. O. Mem- 
bership had increased to thirty-six by 
1917, when it gave its first “orchestra 
social.” For about six years the or- 
chestra played at the presentation of 
commissions. By 1921 it could boast 
of forty members, and it was still 
continuing to grow. 

At present there are about sixty 
members, and it is the finest and best 
known amateur orchestra in the city. 
It has given several public perform- 
ances, one of which was the playing 
at the Congregational Church some- 
time ago during the drive for the 
Belgian Relief Fund. 

The orchestra has played several 
times at the Teachers’ Institute and 
it always takes part in the spring 
plays, operas, dramatic club plays, 
class night and graduation exercises. 
This year it has planned to give sev- 
eral evening concerts, the first of 
which will be given November 24.

MASTER PLUMBERS 
OFFER SCHOLARSHIPS 


Requirements 

The examination which must be 
taken for admission to this institu- 
tion, under the scholarship plan, cov- 
ers the subjects of English, Algebra, 
and Physics. Any good high school 
student, who passes these exmaina- 
tions and otherwise meets this insti- 
tution’s requirements and those of 
the National Association of Master 
Plumbers, is eligible to compete for 
the scholarship, provided he has re- 
quired credits for Carnegie Tech. 

A Carnegie unit represents a sub- 
ject studied for one school year of 
from 36 to 40 weeks, four or five times 
per week, for periods from 45 to 60 
minutes, and requiring outside prep- 
aration for each recitation period. 

The requirements of the National 
Association of Master Plumbers are: 
1. The applicant must be a son of a 
master plumber, who is in good stand- 
ing; 2. Scholarship; 8. Need; 4. Per- 


sonality; 5, Interest and intent. 
Examinations 
The examinations will be held on 


May 25, 1926, since it will be neces- 
sary for those awarding the scholar- 
ship to have the results of the exami- 
nations by June 5. The Carnegie In- 
stitute of Technology must be sup- 
plied with a combined list of the 
names and addresses of the candidates 
and the names and addresses of the 


proctors not later than May 15. The 
high school principals or the city su- 
perintendents will be asked to select 
the proctors or to serve themselves. 

As the successful applicants are 
to be sent to the Carnegie Institute 
of Technology, according to the un- 
derstanding of the National Associa- 
lion of Master Plumbers, it will be 
necessary for all those who wish to 
take the examinations to present their 
high school records on the Institute 
form, in order that we may be sure, 
in advance of the examiantions, that 
the applicants who are finally suc- 
cessful can meet our entrance require- 
ments in all other respects. On this 
account, an accurate list of appli- 
eants should be furnished the office 
of the registrar by May 1, 1926, so 
that arrangements can be made to 
get the credentials of the students. 

Since these examinations must be 
given at a certain time, it will be 
necessary to have a special set of 
examinations made and to have the 
papers read separately from those 
of the regular examination. This 
will entail an expense of ten dollars 
for each applicant.

In tho election of officers, the first 
business transacted, Mr. Mattern was 
chosen president of the Society of 
Chemical Education. 

* Following the election, several im- 
portant lectures were given. Mr. Sid- 
dall spoke on the subject of vitamines, 
mainly the vitamine B, He showed 
the progress of the knowledge of the 
vitamine since 1916, and he also 
brought out the fact that the vitamine 
was never isolated. 

One of the other lectures was on the 
teaching of chemistry, Dr, Muldoon 
and Dr. Ward being the principal 
speakers, Dr. Muldoon stressed the 
subject of oral examinations instead 
of so many written ones. Dr. Ward 
spoke on the use of mathematics in 
the teaching of chemistry.

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THE YEAR BOOK 


Now that the Year Book has started its drive for funds, a few 
pertinent thoughts come to our mind. Before we proceed fur- 
ther let us say that we wish the “Techite” staff all kinds of success 
in its difficult enterprise. 

Why don’t we have better year books? Teachers, students, 
outsiders have criticised our past one! When a copy of a “Techite” 
was shown to a high school teacher from a distant city, she called 
ita “biographicel catalogue.” Was she right? Perhaps! 

Two important reasons come to us for this state of affairs. One 
is lack of school support, another is lack of experience on the part 
of the staff. Of the two the latter is the dominating one. Sup- 
port can be secured through wide publicity, which is dependent 
on experience in handling its problems. 

As we all know, all our organizations, from cadets to the smallest 
club, choose their officers from the ranks of experienced members. 
But the manner in which the “Techite” editors are chosen is 
radically different. These positions are filled by students elected 
by the senior class, and they, in their turn, choose their own as- 
sistants. There is no doubt that the staff tries its utmost to publish 
an excellent year book; but would not its chances be better if its 
officers had had some previous experience in this field? There is 
a certain technique in the work that can be acquired only after 
thorough acquaintance with it. Can the staff be blamed for the 
results obtained? Certainly not, it is the system by which it is 
elected that is at fault. 

Another mistake is that of leaving the work in the hands of one 
particular class. The book should be not a semester annual but 
a school annual. In scope it embraces the whole school and the 
work should not be specially in the hands of one class. By widen- 
ing its purposes bigger things could certainly be accomplished. 

Now that we have criticised, let us offer a suggestion. Why 
can’t the future editors be chosen while in their fifth or sixth 
semester and given work in the “Techite” published that year? 
Are not there many good high school year books that could be 
used as guides? Is not there some way by which a book more 
typical of our school could be published? It is our belief that by

OF ARCHITECTURE 
C. J. Sobotka, B-7 
Architecture is of two kinds: homes 
and all other buildings. The architect 
who designs a memorial, an office 
building, or a power house, can do ex- 
cellent work with only a college edu- 
ention. But the builder of homes had 
best spend his boyhood in caring for 


a house, He should do the menial 
work, scrubbing floors, sweeping, 
dusting, washing, oiling, polishing, 


and all a housewife does. In this man- 
ner he learns tho faults of house 
construction so that if he be a man 
of high purpose, he will remedy these 
in his own models, Permanence in 
all buildings is essential; therefore, 
all should be built of the best mater- 
inls. But homes are for rest and 
quiet and should expréss the ideas of 
their occupants, If the home jars 
against its owner’s taste, it tends to 
promote discontent. Therefore, since 
the styles of thought change, 8° 
should the styles of houses change; 
and if a home be out of fashion, where 
is the use for its permanency? But 
with memorials, public buildings, and 
other edifices of a like nature, it is 
fit that they should be built for future 
ages to look upon, and marvel. Pub- 
lie buildings, if they are old, give 
people a sense of reverence for the 
great men who once trod the self- 
same floors; and if reverence for the 
men, then reverence for the principles 
they expounded. As for memorials, 
if they express the character of the 
person or principle they commemo- 
rate, they should be permanent. The 
Lincoln Memorial, built in the simple 
classic lines created by the Greeks 
which have been popular for over two 
thousand years, brings out clearly the 
simple soul of the Great Emancipa- 
tor, so it will be right for that build- 
ing to stand forever, for it is to be 
doubted if any other building could 
better express its purpose. 

Homes should be built by practical- 
minded men, but let not the practical 
architect attempt a larger building, 
for that is the work of a dreamer.

CLINCHES SECOND PLACE 


Tech clinched second placed in the 
series 


D. GC. interscholastic football 
by trouncing Eastern, 13-6. The vie- 


tory was a much easier one than the 
score indicates. The Maroon and Gray 
ouptlayed their opponents throughout 
the game, gaining practically four 
times as much yardage from serim- 
mage. 

Jett and Fountain starred for Tech, 
Jett played his regular all-high brand 
of football, gaining almost at will on 
off-tacklo plays and line plunges and 
backing up the line in great style, 
“Tap” Hardell has uncovered a new 
star in the diminutive halfback, Foun- 
tain. Fountain was Tech's greatest 
ground gainer, circling the ends for 
neat gains throughout the game. All- 
man played best for Eastern. Heeke, 
Enstern’s star, seemed to have an off 
day, losing more ground than ho 
gained and fumbling several times. 

Eastern pulled a neat trick on the 
first play of the game for a first 
down, but Tech then held. Neither 
team threatened to score at any time 
during the first period, most of the 
play being near midfield. 

With “Nellie” Jett and Dodson 
plunging through the line and Foun- 
tain circling the ends, Tech took the 
ball in the second period from their 
own forty-yard line to Eastern’s 10- 
yard line. They were then penalized 
5 yards for off-side, but on the next 
play Fountain took the ball to the 
5-yard line, Fountain then took the 
ball to the 3-yard line for a first 
down, but Eastern held Tech for 
downs. Heeke dropped back to punt, 
but the kick was a high one that 
went only to his 6-yard line, where 
Dulin scooped the ball up on the first 
bounce and went over for a touch- 
down. Dodson’s kick for the extra 
point was good. 

Play in the first part of the third 
quarter was mostly in mid-field. In 
the middle of the period Tech started 
another drive that took them from 
their own 32-yard line to Eastern’s 30 
yard line. The main play of this 
advance was a 30-yard run around end 
by Jett. Shaw Blackistone, Tech's 
plucky little quarter-back, then did a 
little broken-field running and took 
the ball to Eastern’s 1-yard line. On 
the next play Tech was penalized 5 
yards for off-side and the quarter 
then ended. 

On the first play of the last quar- 
ter, Fountain went around left end 
for a touchdown. Dodson’s kick for 
the extra point was good, but Young, 
Tech’s right tackle, was holding and 
the point did not count. After the 
kick-off, Tech held Eastern on the lat- 
ter’s 40-yard line and Heeke was 
forced to punt. The ball carried past 
Dodson and rolled over the goal line, 
where Radice fell on it. Umpire 
O'Meara claimed that the ball touched 
Dodson and Eastern was given the 
touchdown. Heeke’s kick for the ex- 
tra point was blocked. 

Eastern, realizing time was short, 
became desperate and on several 
passes took the ball to Tech’s 10-yard 
line. Heeke fumbled and Schofield re- 
covered the ball for Tech, The game 
soon ended,

WAR GAMES TRAIN 
THE MIND 


pLAYERS MAKE QUICK 
DECISIONS

War games bring out a certain qual- 
Wie mind. While this quality is 
<cary for a military man, it does 
essentially constitute the military 
0 a although it is one of the most 
te tant phases of it. To arrive at 
imp’ ect decision, quickly—that is the 
ee This is what makes for suc- 
in war games. But a correct 
fasion» quickly arrived at, does not 
ee out of the air, There is more 
it than that, and this is particu- 
Hee true in war games. 

Here the team is given a “situa 
jinn” The enemy has a certain posi- 
tim, strength, and intehtion, ‘Their 
own forces have the same. The map, 

hich the contending forces man: 


over W 

over, shows all necessary details of 
the ground. Captain “A” has re- 
ceived all available information from 
the higher command, regarding the 
enemy and his own supporting troops, 
All this includes a great many details, 
come important, and some no longer 


cseful, because time is of utmost im- 
artance. There are literally thous- 
ands of details regarding the ground 
alone. 

From all this mass of information, 
Captain “A” must pick out, quickly, 
oniy that which is important for him, 
ata given crisis. He must not, on the 
other hand, omit or forget to take 
into consideration even minute facts, 
if they might be taken advantage of 
by the enemy. Everything else he 
must put out of his mind. In other 
words, he organizes the details, the 
facts, and gives them a relative im- 
portance. Then reasoning from cause 
to effect, and the reverse, he comes 
to a decision, at once makes a plan to 
carry it out, and then proceeds to 
carry it out. 

This last is important. The best 
‘plan in the world is useless until it 
js carried out. In war games, the 
team goes right through from “de- 
sire” to “accomplishment”; and one 
of the biggest advantages of this 
whole thing is that it is more than 
mental gymnastics. It checks up at 
once the correctness of the decision, 
the plan, and its execution. A flaw, 
however slight, in organizing the de- 
tails may make the difference between 
victory and disaster. Captain “A” 
knows this. 

Let us suppose that he is advanc- 
ing with his company into enemy 
country, It is clear and cold (15 de- 
grees), and at ten in the morning his 
advance guard draws fire from the 
small woods on the hill to the right. 
The air, so quiet a moment before, is 
aplit by the sharp bark of the rifles. 
A stinging hum over his head tells 
him that he also is within range. As 
he watches his advance party prepare 
to “brush out” this temporary obstruc- 
tion, a sharp ring of hoofs on the 

‘frozen road blends with the sound of 
the firing, and, standing beside a 
Steaming horse and tired orderly, he 
reads a dispatch telling him of an en- 
tire change of plan; that the enemy is 
advancing from a new quarter, and 
that he may be in a trap. How can 
he now carry out the plan of, the 
higher command? What part of his 
Present operation must he abandon? 
Will his present information modify 
all of this?’ What must he do with 
the small woods on the hill? 

_ Man, who has always been compara- 
tively weak physically, has overcome 
the animal kingdom by one weapon 
alone—his mind.

SCHOOL ATHLETICS BARS 
PROFESSIONALISM 


At a meeting of High School Princi- 
pals held on December 16, at the 
Franklin School the following was ap- 
proved: 

The High School Principals believe 
that the amateur status of all partici- 
pants in inter High School Athletics 
should be absolutely clear and that 
any suspicion of professionalism is 
harmful and contrary to the best in- 
terests of high school athletics. They 
feel that all tendency on the part of 
a participant to commercialize his 
prowess in a particular sport is harm- 
ful; and proof of any such commer- 
cialism should render the individual 
concerned ineligible to participate fur- 
ther in inter-high-school contests. 

The principals believe that no high 
school boy should be allowed to write 
any signed articles for publication, for 
pay, concerning any sport in which he 
expects to be a participant. For ex- 
ample, a candidate for a football team 
renders himself ineligible by having 
published, for pay, any article con- 
cerning football during the football 
season. Writing under an assumed 
name is open to misconstruction, and 
in nowise lessens the offence.

TRACK MEETING HELD 
DECEMBER 18, 1925 

At a track meeting held before the 
holidays, “Hap” gave a long talk on 
co-operation with the coach, eligibili- 
ty, and proper training. In his talk 
he urged all fellows, who were in the 
first or second years to come out. 
While Tech has a very good team at 
present, two or three years from now 
we shall be unprepared, unless there 
is material in training from which to 
draw. 

“Hap” also laid particular stress 
upon sleep and eligibility. An ath- 
lete must have at least 9 to 10 hours 
sleep every night while he is in train- 
ing. He must not dance nor smoke. 
‘Another thing stressed was the proper 
attitude of an athlete toward his 
coach and fellow athletes. If an ath- 
Jete thinks he isn’t given a fair show, 
he should immediately tell nis coach, 

Some boys who come out don’t mean 
real business; they only come out to 
play and while away time. Others 
are good athletes physically but not 
mentally. In other words, a boy can- 
not be a good athlete unless he studies, 
He may be able to run the 100 yards 
in record time, but this will do him 
no good, for he cannot represent his 
school unless he is eligible. 

All boys were urged to come out 
now unless they knew that they would 
be ineligible after February first. 

After the meeting, suits and shoes 
were given out, and the boys were 
told that training would start at Co- 
lumbia Junior High the next day.

Although no fatal accident has yet happened to any Techite at 
the intersection of Rhode Island Avenue and Seventh Street, sev- 
eral narrow escapes have been witnessed by numerous students. 
Ts it due to carelessness on the part of the students? Is it the 
driver’s fault? Our opinion is that both are to blame. 

It is true that a policeman is stationed at the intersection to 
handle the traffic and that he does his utmost to prevent any mis- 
hap, but under present circumstances he is sorely handicapped in 
the performance of his duties, 

The trouble seems to be that when the officer gives the order 
for the traffic to stop some cars stop twenty feet from the curb, 
others, halt within two or three feet of it, and still others keep on 
coming so that they don’t stop at all! Thus the pedestrians lack 
a specific path by which to cross the street. 

Jt may be that the best way to avoid this confusion would be to 
paint white lines across the street. They would mark a path by 
which we could cross the street and into which motorists would 
not be allowed to run when ordered to stop.

“f Want to be Happy” | 

“This thought symbolizes the un-| 
conscious desire of all of us. Although 
we seldom think of this, our every 
act, good and bad, our conformation 
to existing customs of society, Is the 
result of a subconscious wish for the 
greatest present or future pleasure. 

“This is only natural and right. 
| However, it is very easy to get in a 
rut, and in doing the same work day 
| after day, habits are formed that tend | 
to draw us away from our real ten- 
| dencies. | 
“Tt is so easy in the freshman 
|year to get into a rut, and when 
the time comes for final selection of a 
course, to sign up for the same one 
| regardless of possible far greater ca-| 
pabilities in other directions. 

“There is one sure preventative of 
this thing—that is, participation in 
activities. This is hammered at every 
incoming freshman, but most fail to 
realize that the real benefit from ac- 
tivities does not come from the honor 
of a managership, or of being a star 
athlete; so much as from constant as- 
sociation with men of high calibre) 
and of broad viewpoints. The can- 
didate forgets his studies for the mo- 
ment, and finds that he is learning 
something even more valuable, the| 
art of associating. with his fellows on 
a basis of good sportsmanship. He 
makes friends of the highest type and| 
learns how to hold them. The athlete 
finds that he is able to hold his own 
physically as well as mentally, and 
this gives to him a kind of quiet con- 
fidence in himself that can be gotten 
in no other way.

It is to two English knights that we 
owe the delightful little opera, “The 
Gondoliers,” which we are presenting 
this year as our Spring Play.

The Washingtonians made a clean 
sweep of the 440-yard run, Blackis- 
tone, Conner and Bratton placing. 

Adams of Tech was second in the 
mile, and third in the half, while Con- 
ner finished second in the 50-yard 
dash.

This was the last indoor meet of 
the season for Tech, and there will be 
a lay-off of two weeks before the team 
starts outdoor training.

WHY DON’T WE GET “SAFETY LINES” ACROSS 
RHODE ISLAND AVENUE? 


A month ago an editorial appeared in this column of Tech Life, 
“the official organ of the students of McKinley High School,” cour- 
teously asking the Director of Traffic that white lines be painted 
across Rhode Island Avenue. 

This petition was made after a careful observation of the traf- 
fic conditions on the corner of Seventh Street and Rhode Island 
Avenue. Almost every morning, for four years, we have been 
‘crossing these streets. Tech has over 1,200 students, and we may 
very well suppose that about 800 or 900 or these cross those 
corners two or three times a day. 

The lack of these lines is sorely felt in the morning rush hours, 
when a constant stream of machines flows down the streets, and 
hundreds of our students report to classes. As conditions are now 
we don’t have a definite path by which to cross. If the lines were 
painted we would have a “safety zone” through which to cross 
and into which motorists would not be allowed to enter. At pres- 
ent, some machines stop within thirty feet of the corner, others 
within ten, five, and so on. The best the cop can do is to stop 
them, he does not care where; so long as they don’t run into the 
street on which traffic is moving. 

Could not the proper officials give our problem a little thought? 
Give us the safety lines, and the thanks of a school, from student 
to teacher, will ring in your ears.

Through the efforts of “Tech Life,” the Traffic Bureau has 
painted white lines across Rhode Island Avenue. They are not 
put there for decorative purposes, but to safeguard the lives of 
those crossing the street. 

Of course, when you are about to cross a street, three factors 
must be taken into account. They are the cop, the driver, and 
yourself. During the few seconds required, the minds of all 
three must be in unison if the street is to be safely crossed. The 
least disregard of the other from anyone will bring misfortune— 
usually to you.

PHYSICS CLASS VISITS 
POWER HOUSE

An inspection tour of the power 
house of the Potomac Electric Power 
Company at Bennings was made by the 
two physics classes in electricity on 
April 12, just after the Easter holi- 
days, 

The afternoon class had as guests, 
Mrs. Frost and Mr. Wallis, the head 
of the mathematics department of the 
District high schools, 

Owing to the kindness of Mr. Wal- 
lis, who took several pupils to Ben- 
nings in his car, and to the fact that 
more than the usual number of stu- 
dents brought their own machines, the 
Ford belonging to Capt. Thomas was 
not required to carry eleven  stal- 
wart young men scattered promis- 
cuously over its anatomy as it had 
been needed to do on a trip to the 
Tenth Street substation a few weeks 
before. 

On arriving at Bennings, the party 
was met by a very courteous and effi- 
cient guide who conducted the group 
through the works. The boiler room 
was the first place visited. Here were 
seen the gigantic boilers, which eat 
up five hundred tons of coal in twenty- 
four hours in order to supply Wash- 
ington with electricity. From the 
boiler room the party entered the room 
wherein were housed the immense tur- 
bines and generators. Most of the 
guide’s explanation in this room was 
lost owing to the deafening noise of 
the machines. 

The guide then led the visitors into 
a room through which passed the 
“feeders,” broad copper bus bars 
which carry the current to substations 
with a potential of 13,500 volts. After 
seeing the control room from which all 
this energy is directed, the party en- 
tered the 600 volt feeder room from 
which the Washington Railway and 
Electric system is supplied with cur- 
rent. 

Here the guide entertained the party 
with such remarks as, “The voltage 
on these bars is only 600, but it will 
kill you just as quickly as those in the 
other room.” One can imagine how 
eager everyone was to touch the bars. 

After the Techites went outside to 
view some transformers and the 
aerial of a radio transmitting station 
which the plant maintains, Mr. Adams 
gave the word to go back to school, 
which was reached just at two-thirty.

IN MARYLAND MEET 


YOUNG BREAKS JAVE 
RECORD. 


Melvin Young broke a javelin rec- 
ord at the South Atlantic Champion- 
ships Meet held during Maryland's 
Annual Field Day on May 1. In ad- 
dition our other track and field stars 
competed against thirty-three high 
schools to win an enyiable second 
place. 

Although not placing first in any 
of the track events our boys worked 
steadily, winning either second or 
third place, or both, in four of the 
seven finals run. 

Our first points came in the 100- 
yard dash when Conner and Hebb came 
in second, and third to Smith of Vir- 
ginia Episcopal. Hipp, of Baltimore 
City College, had to clip one fifth of a 
second from the previous record for 
the 440-yard dash to win from Hebb by 
a foot’s distance. His time was 53 
1-5 seconds. Conner won third in the 
100-yard dash and we experienced the 
surprise of our lives when Smith came 
a close second in the one-mile relay. 

Although McDonald was somewhat 
off-form we scored in four of the six 
field events. 1 

It was in the 12-pound shotput that 
McDonald came to grief. After foul- 
ing twice he tried a third time but 
fell short of his usual mark. Other- 
wise he would have passed the dis- 
tance of 45 feet, 8 inches made by 
Goldsmith of Virginia Episcopal. 
When he heaves the shot it usually 
lands on the 46-foot mark. Third place 
was won by Young. 

When he had a chance at the dis- 
cus, however, Mae accounted for him- 
self. He placed it on the 117 foot, 8 
inch mark, winning first place. 

The javelin throw was a clear vic- 
tory for us, our spear throwers win- 
ning all points. Young led the pace, 
making a throw of 150 feet, 20 feet 
in excess of the previous mark! Och- 
man and Minnick came next in the 
order named. 

In the broad-jump, Hebb, although 
handicapped by a spike wound re- 
ceived in the 440-yard dash, won third 
place. 

The total point-score was: Virginia 
Episcopal—36, Tech—27. The only 
other local school to place was Central 
with four points,

TECH WINS PENN RELAY 


For the first time in the history of 
the world famous Penn Relays, a Tech 
team emerged victor in the mile relay 
event, defeating six opponents. 

Barty Bratton, Shaw Blackistone, 
Vinney Conner, and Horace Hebb ran 
in the order named, 

The time made, three minutes, thir- 
ty-two and one fifth seconds, is the 
fastest mile ever turned in by any lo- 
cal high school at the Penn games, 
It also shatters the interscholastic rec- 
ord of three minutes and thirty-five 
seconds made by a Tech team com- 
posed of Carpenter, Hough, Gross, 
and McNamara, on May 18, 1918, at 
Central Stadium, 

Coach Hap Hardell accompanied 
the team to Philadelphia and was on 
hand to see his boys “bring home the 
bacon.” A beautiful plaque for the 
Tech collection, as well as gold medals 
for each member of the winning relay, 
were the trophies awarded. 

Bratton, Blackistone, Conner, and 
‘Hebb also represented Tech in the 
quarter mile championship of America 
race. There were approximately thir- 
ty teams in the particular event, which 
was run off in heats, the winner to 
be determined by the best time made. 
Tech finished a close second to Mer- 
cersburg Academy in its heat. After 
all heats had been run, it was dis- 
covered that the track had not been 
properly marked and the event was 
ordered re-run. Coach Hardell de- 
sired to keep his men fresh for the 
next day, so felt it unwise to let them 
run the second time. Mercersburg, 
which had beaten Tech and its heat, 
won the run-off and in doing so, broke 
the world’s record for high schools, 
covering the distance in 43 seconds.

“SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA 
COULD BE FORMED’ 
OPINES MR. MANOLY 


That an inter-high 
chestra could be very well organized 
by our schools, is the opinion of Mr. 
Ludwig E. Manoly, director of instru- 
mental music for the District schools. 

Best from each orchestra could be 

chosen 

When questioned further 
feasibility of such a plan, 
plained: 

“My idea is this. Each one of our 
five high schools has an orchestra of 
its own. In some way, either by com- 
petition or selection by the leader, I 
would have the leading performers on 
each instrument chosen. Each group 
from a high school I would then merge 
into a little symphony orchestra of 
about fifty pieces and rehearse as 
often as convenient. 

Benefits Derived 

“What would be the benefit of such 
an organization? Well, the orchestra 
would play symphonic and classical 
numbers at the different schools, 
graded, junior or high, and the leader 
would explain different points related 
to music, emphasizing the numbers to 
be played. Thus the student body, 
its orchestra and the players them- 
elyes would receive pleasure and in- 
struction. 

Inter-High Orchestra Improves. 

“As to the present inter-high or- 
chestra it is improving splendidly. 
My method is to rehearse the numbers 
with each individual orchestra, then 
get all players together and have a 
general rehearsal. I have received 
numerous favorable comments from 
the different places at which we have 
played.” 

‘Americans Make Good Players 

When Mr. Manoly was asked, wheth- 
er, in his trips abroad, he had no- 
ticed any difference between European 
and American students, he replied: 

“No, not to any extent. Of course 
Europe has the background and tradi- 
tions of many centuries, but all in 
all, our boys are as good as the Con- 
tinentals. They have general ability, 
they have good American colleges, and 
excellent teachers, So, I think it is 
a question of personal bent for mu- 
sic.” 

Orchestras Should Exchange Concerts) 

Mr. Manoly’s attitude toward an in- 
terchange of concerts between our 
schoo] orchestras is very favorable. 

“In my opinion that is an excellent 
idea,” *he said, “and one which should 
be developed. Also, individual players 
of outstanding merit should give con- 
certs before the student body. In 
both respects I have had excellent re- 
sults at Eastern. 

Much Hard Work 

‘As to the chances a boy has of be- 
coming a successful musician, Mr, 
Manoly thinks that is a question of 
“perhaps ten per cent ability and 
ninety per cent hard, steady work.” 

Well Known Musician 

Our orchestras are fortunate in 
haying such a director as Mr. Man- 
oly, He has studied under Herbert, 
Dvorak, and many other leading 
teachers and composers. He has been 
musical director of numerous pro- 
ductions, having worked with T. Pow-

Track and Field Stars| 
Win “C” Club Meet 


McDonald, Hebb Break Records 


With two record breaking perform- 
ances, our track and field stars led the 
pace over twenty-rival schools from 
Virginia, the District and Maryland, 
The events took place during the ‘C” 
club meet at the Central stadium. 

The new marks were set by Cap- 
tain John McDonald in the shot-put 
and Hebb in the 440-yard dash. By 
the time our athletes were done, they 
had garnered 34 1-3 points, 9 1-3 a- 
head of Episcopal, and 15 ahead of 
Central. 

We started with a bang when Con- 
ner placed first in the century, travel- 
ling the distance in 10 1-5 seconds. 
Bob Quinn came second on this dash. 
In the 220 it was Conner who again 
placed first, his time being 24 sec- 
onds flat. He thus became our lead- 


ing point winner. 

The local scholastic record for the 
440 was lowered by Hebb when he 
made the distance in 51 4-5 seconds; 
1 1-5 seconds faster than the pre- 
yiows ork. Our score for the track 
events was raised by Blandford com- 
ing second in the 120-yard high hur- 
dies, and Fuggit finishing third in 
the half-mile run. 

In the field eyents our leader was 
McDonald. He placed the shotput on 
the 4734 foot mark, breaking a local 
high school record. He placed sec- 
ond for the discus throw. His “little” 
brother Henry tied for second place in 
the pole vault, while Hebb and Minnick 
tame third in the broad-jump and 
javelin throw respectively. 

As a result of our victory we won 
the Emory Wilson memorial cup as 
well as a leg on the Cornell Alumni 
trophy. Individual stars received 
gold medals or watches.

Army Officers Give Cup 

In 1922 Captain W. H. Johnson and 
Captain A, C, Strecker, U.S.A., pre- 
sented a silver trophy cup for which 
the bands from Central and Tech 
would contend in an annual competi- 
tive drill held at the Wilson Stadium. 
A gold medal was offered to the cap- 
tain of the winning band. The rivalry 
between the organizations has put a 
keener interest into the drill, and 
served to make the Band a fine mili- 
tary unit. 

Competitive Drills 

In 1922 Central won the first band 
competitive. That was a poor start 
for Tech; but the following year our 
Band prevented that band from ob- 
taining the trophy a second time. Two 
consecutive victories meant perma- 
nent possession of the cup. In 1924 
it was snatched out of our grasp; in 
1925 we got it back again. For four 
years the cup continued to change 
hands, traveling back and forth from 
Central to Tech.

Recommended that Article 5 Sec- 
tion 8 of the By-laws be changed 
to read as follows: 

“The candidate must have at- 
tained a general average of 94 per 
cent for two years or 92 per cent 
for three years, exclusive of the 
first.

Four Courses 

There are four courses of instruc- 
tion: Basic, Red, White, and Blue. 
Each course lasts thirty days and only 
one course can be taken in any calen- 
dar year. The Basic or first year 
course, is open to physically fit male 
citizens of the United States between 
the ages of 17 and 24 years. Previous 
military experience is not required of 
applicants for this course. Applicants 
must possess average general intelli- 
gence, be able to read, write and un- 
derstand the English language, and be 
of good moral character. 

This course provides preliminary 
military training, including physical 
development, athletics, school of the 
soldier, squad and company drill, 
rifle marksmanship, first aid, camp 
sanitation, personal hygiene, military 
courtesy, meaning of discipline, and 
studies in citizenship.
